than 13,000,000 able-bodied Chinamen. 
Millions of halt-starved Chinese of the 
North Provioces were eager to come. 
During the late business depression, 
while thousands of white men and 
women were walking the streets of 
San Francisco begging for work, car- 
goes of Chinese regularly arrived by 
the great steamers, and were conveyed 
to the distributing dens of the Six 
Companies, and within three or four 
days thereafter every Chinaman was in 
his place at work, while the white un- 
employed were still walking the 
streets. Since business has revived 
the excess of these arrivals have av- 
eraged about 1,000 per month.

EASTERN. 


Congrersioval— Senate. 
Wasnworox, March 1. 

The sections of the House Post 
Route bill as amended were adopted 
and the bill passed. 

Ono motion of Allison, the Senate in- 
sisted upon upon ivs amendment to 
the immediate Deficiency Appropria- 
tion bill, and Allison, Plumb and 
Beck were appointed confreers. 

The Sevate then to»k up the Chi- 
nese Immigration bill to carry into 
effect the treaty by suspending the 
coming Chinese laborers for 20 yeare, 


after 60 days next succeeding the 
passage ot the Act. The bill allows 
them to come during these sixty 
days, and those Chioamen who are 
in the country at that date go and 
come at pleasure. The bill does not 
apply to Chinese merchants, travelers, 
students, or teachers, who are to be 
registered at the Custom House and 
produce passports from the Chinese 
Government showing that they indi- 
vidually belong to the excepted classed. 
The time at which the treaty takes 
ftect is optional with China or the, 
United States. The preamble to the 
bill recites that, if in the opinion of 
the United States the coming of 
Chinese laborers endangers the good 
order of certain localities in its terri- 
tory. Grover amended by adding a 
new section, declaring the words 
„Chinese laborers,” whenever used in 
the Act, shall be construed to mean 
both skilled and unskilled laborers, 
and Chinese employed in mining. 
Farley moved an amendment prohib- 
iting State, and United States Courts, 
hereafter from admitting Chinese to 
citizenship, and repealing all laws in 
conflict with the Act. Miller, of Cal- 
ifornia, ho introduced and reported 
the measure, proceed directly to the 
discussion of the general question, 
leaving the amendments to be con- 
sidered later. He said that subsign- 
tially the provisions of the bill had 
been before the Senate more than 
once, had passed both houses, and but 
for the veto would have been a law. 
During Miller’s speech the habitues 
of the gallerys were astonished by the 
appearance in the diplomatic gallery 
of four members of the Chinese lega- 
tion. The strangers had been sight- 
seeing in the Capitol and their visit 
was not prearranged, for upon being 
apprised of the subject under consider- 
ation, they immediately retired. Mil- 
ler spoke one hour and forty minutes. 
The bill was informally laid aside. 


New York Politics. 
New York, March 1. 

A epecial election to fill the vacancy 
caused by Wagner's death occurred 
yesterday and, unexpectedly, resulted 
in the choice of Battens, a Demoérat, 
who beat Stanford by 1,000 majority. 
The district embraces tour counties, 
three of which are usually Republican, 
one always heavily so, and one usually 
Democratic. Oddly enotgh, all the 
Republican counties yesterday went 
Democratic and the Democratic county 
went Republican.

The San Francisco Committee of 


Arrangements for the Anti-Chinese 
mass meeting to be held next Satur- 
day, met yesterday afternoon at the 
Chambers of the Board of Trade. 
Jacob S. Taber, in calling the meeting 
to order, expressed the hope that the 
people of San Francisco would make a 
salutary impression upon Congress 
next Saturday by sacrificing half a 
day's business for the purpose of 
showing their antagunism to Chinese 
immigration. The following ad- 
dresses were read, the first to be dis- 
tributed in the city, and the second 
to be sent to the interior of the State: 
ADDRESS TO THE CITY. 


To the Board of Trade, Chamber of 
Commerce, Produce Exchange, Stock 
Exchange Boards, Mechanics’ Insti- 
tute, Trades Unions, Manufacturers, 
Business men and Citizens of San 
Francisco—GENTLEMEN: In order to 
— the passage of the bill dow 
ore Congress to restrict Chinese 
immigration, it has been determined 
to hold a monster mass meeting of the 
citizens ot Ban Francisco, at Platt's 
Hall; at 2 o'clock r. u. on Saturday 
next, You aod the members of your 
honorable body are respectfully in- 
vited to be present at the meeting, 
which is intended as a means of giv- 
ing expression to the unanimous feel- 
ing of our le on thé subject of the 
Chivese evil. Aod in order that our 
fellow citizens at the East sud the 
members of the National Congress 
may havea realizing sense of the deep 
earnestness of our pugpose, and how 
thoroughly it is shared by all the 
members of the community, you are 
respectfully requested to close your 
places of business while the meetiog 
is being held, that it may be said that 
the people of San Francisco suspended 
all other business to express their 
views on the vital question. 


ADDRESS TO THE STATE, 


To the Chairmen of the Democratic 
and Republican County Committees 
throughout the State of California— 
GENTLEMEN: In view of the import- 
ance of the-adoption of the bill now 
before Congress, restricting Chinese 
immigration, it bas been determined: 
to hold a monster mass meetiog of the 
citizens of San Francisco at 2 r. u. on 
Saturday next, when the merchants 
and business men of the city will be 
requested to close their places of busi- 
ness and attend. The mecting will be 
entirely non-partisan, and is intended 
only to give mighty expression to the 
unanimous desire of our people that 
the evil of Chinese immigration shall 
cease. The arrangements for holding 
the meeting have been begun, and are 
being carried on under the auspices of 
the local representatives of the two 
local parties. We would therefore 
earnestly request you aod your re- 
spective committees to hold jointly a 
similar meetiog in your county, at the 
same time; and that, while it isin pro- 
gress, you send telegranis to that effect 
here, and to Senators Farley and Mi- 
ler in Washington, so that the voice of 
the whole State may go forth at ance 
in tones to be heard in the Nationa! 
halis of Legislation, aod in a mavner 
to carry conviction to the minds ot all. 
that in onr petition for this measure of 
relief we are a unit, 

Messrs, Shaeffer and Corbell were 
appointed a committee to wait upon 
the merchants of the city who employ 
Chinamen and induce them to sign a 
petition, requesting Congress to pass 
the bill now before it. 

Let the Nevada Republican State
